FEDERAL TORT CLAIMS ACT CLAIM PURSUANT TO 28 U.S.C. 6 2677 

1. Plainlifl; State Fann Mutual Automodve Insurance Co., and Defendant, United 
St^em of America (coUeotivdy "the parties") herd)y stipulate and agree to settle and 

coropromise the above-captioncd action under the terms and conditions set forth in this 
Stipulation of Setaement and Dismissal O'St^ulatJon"). specifically resulting in the dismissal of 
Plaintiflrs Complaint (Civil Action No. 06-1206) with prejudice. 

2. JOefetidant agrees to pay PlaintiS'a lump sum orS4,000 (Four Thousand Dollars 
and No Cents) wttiunit deduction, withholding or set-off by a check made payable to Niles, 
Barton & Wilmer, LLP., in fiill settlement and satis&ction of any and all claims, demands, rights, 
2uia cuusts of acilun of ^nliatsoever kind and nature, arising lh»n, and by reason of any and all 
Imown and unknown, foreseen and unf(»«se«n Itodily «nd perGonal injuries, dcmnoge to properly 
and the craiscquHKes fliereof, resulting, and to result, ftom the subject matter of this settlement, 
including ai^claims for wrongful death, forwhich plaintiff or their guardians, heirs, executors. 
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•dmimstatoEs, or assigos, and each of than, now have or may hereafter acquire against the 
United States of Amezica, its agents, servants, and employees. 

3. Plainliff and their guardians, heirs, ocecutois, adteiiiisttaiors or assigns hereby ^ree to 
accept ae sums set forth in tfiis Stipulation of Compromise Settlement in Ml settlement and 
satisfecUon of any and all claims, demands, rights, and causes of action of whatsoever kind and 
nature, including clsima for wrong&l doalb, ariaing from, and by reason of any and all known 
and unknown, fbtcsoen and unforeseen bodily and personal injuries, damage to property and the 
consequences thereof wMrh they may have or heicafler acquire against the United Stales of 
Atneiica, its agents, servants and employees on account of the same subject matter that gave rise 
to the above-captioned action, including any future claim or lawsuit of any kind or type 
whatsoever, whether known or unknown, and whether for corapensatoiy or exemplary damages, 
f laintiff and theil guardians, heiis, executors, administrators or assigns fiiilher agiee to 
reimburse, indcnuiiQf and hold hamdess die United States of America, its agents, servants, and 
employeas fiom and against any and aU such causes of action, clainuf. liens, rights, or subrogated 
or contiibution interests incident to or resulting fiom liiithcr lili^alion or the prosecution of 
claims by plaintiff or their guardians, hein, executors, administrators or assigns against any thiirl 
party or against Hie Uiited States, including claims for wrongful death. 

4. Counsel lor Defendant ^rees that, upon notification of the Court's approval of 
this Stipulatioo and receipt of necessary information fiom PlaintifTs counsel, they will promptly 
complete and traoanit to the Treasury of the United States the documentation necessary to 
elToctuate this payment. Plaumtrs counsel shall cooperate with Defendant's counsel to ensure 
that Buch documentation ic complete ood accuntc. Tayment shall be niade as promptly as 
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practicabie coosistent with ftie nonnal proce^ag procedures followed by the U-S. Department of 
Justice and the U.S. Department of the Trcasiuy. 

5. niis St^uladon does not, is in no way intended to be, should not be constnied as 
an admission of liability or fault on the part of the United States, its officers, agenia. or 
employees, and is entered into for Out sole puiposo of compromisine disputed claims under ihe 
Frakxal Trat Claims Act and avoiding the e]q>enses and lidcs of liiither litigation. 

6. It is also agreed, by and among the parties, that the respective parties will each 
bear thdr own costs, fises, and expenses and that any attorney's fees owed by the plaintiff will be 

paid out of the settlement amount and not in addition thereto. 

7. Itisalsoun,derstoodbyandamongthepartiesthatpuisuantto2BU.S.C §2678 
attomey'G faee Jfbr SBrvices rmdered in connection with this action shall not exceed 25% of the 
amount of the settlement. 

S. The parties acknowledge that *ey fully understand and voluntarily agree to ihc 
tarns of tins Stipulation. Plaintiffrqiresenis 2nd agrees that they have carefully read and fiiJly 
understands all of the provisions of this Stipulation, and that they are voluntarily entering into 
this Stipulation. 

9. The i^ities agrw that this Stipulation may be made public in their entirety, and 
the plaintifE expressOy consents to such release and disclosure pursuant to S U.S.C. § 5S2a(b). 

10. ThJE Stipulation sets forth the entire uzklcrstandiiig of die pames. All 
understandin£s have been incorporated into the terniR of this Stipulation. No variations fmm the 
terms and conditians hereof will be permitted «:cept pursuant to a written smendment executed 
by tbe doly authorized leprescDtatives of both parties. 
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1 1. TUs icilon is dismissed and wiHidrawii with prejudice, puisiiant to Federal Rules 
of Qvil Procedare 41(.XIXii). «<»pt tW the Com shall liavojuiisdiclioii to ranslale this 
action on motion of mypariy to nsolvc a claim of noncompUancs with the tcnna of this 
Stipulation.
